He then 
stated that it would be imi>ossible t.i sell it at any 
price as beef could be purchased at iort Alexiiii- 
der for forty and tilty cents per pound, and plenty 
of it, which 'va^ a tlat cnutradiction tO What he hail 
stated iinmediatidy before. .... , 
Number three informed mo that the reason of 
his leaving so soon was, that ho had received a 
letter from a very dear friend, who desired him to 
come to the Washoe country, and he would give 
him an interest in a rich silvermine. Being down 
on cverythinK lirit!.,h, he cnncluJcd it was bet cr 
to leave the Lion's den, and ^et once more under 
the protecting win ot tbe I-.mk.I;-. believme that an 
argentiferous country was to be pre|err( (l to an 
auriferous one, by all "dds »lid hence the cauM- 
of his departure. . 

Thus the disappointed went on making' such 
tike statements and ^'"^t' conllictiiii,' ac- 

.. counts, as wc daily met them, 'Ihey all j),'rec( , 
however, that the few companies who were to work 
were all doiuK well, which was taiitamouiU to sny-

The TREBiTnAT-FBqpucjssEBA 
Shirts. — In South America grows a troe 
lhat produces ready-niarle shirts. The tree 
is thus described by Baron Humboldt : ''^ye 
saw on tho slope of ili» Cerra Duiiia, .shirt 
trees fifty feet high. Tho InJiaiis out off 
oylindiical pieces two foot in diameter, from 
which thoy peel tho red and fibrous bark, 
without malting any longitudinal incision. 
The bark aflords them a sort of garment, 
which reseinble.s sacks of a very coarse te.\- 
ture, and without a seam. Tho upper open- 
ing serves for the head, and two holes are 
cut to admit the arms; The natives; >vear 
these shirts of marina in the rainy 'season ; 
Itiey liave llio form of t!ie ponchos and rus- 
nos of cotton which aro so common in New 
Grenada, at Quito anil in Peru." »

■Kaiitling in the House of Assembly. Appar- 
ently even bo is ashamed of it, for it has 
never been read entire ; nor will he print it 
so that his consiitu- ins may admire iis beaii- 
lios, or examine its blemishes, h may be 
that the books have not arrived wbicli lie 
said on the hiisliii<.'s thai he had sent for in 
order to leani how a lown charter should be 
drawn; and that eoiisi qiiently the ineorpo- 
i-aiion of the lown riiii.>l be deferred. Tiie 
people of Vieloriaought, therefore, to admire 
their representative and cheer|him on in his 
search for colonial e.fperiende'., i For no one 
ran doubt but he will lind it, when it is dis- 
covered that Mr. Gordon and:Mr. Green, and 
himself, form. a majority of th^ select com- 
rniitee 'to' report on tlio/o' °f incorporation.

There is one feature in the bill which 
ouijht not to be allowed. Public feeling 
should be aroused against it ; and that feel- 
ing should manifest itself in such a form as 
to render it jmpoasibie to mistake it. One 
of the r'epresenlatives of the town is the 
reputed author of the bill now before ihe 
Assembly. The other was returned with a 
rr<vnrj*''«rtAi^frt>wrif'''AlTieiTl!ail"u'fdrcirs'', "wTio 
were never naturalized hero ; and yet it is 
proposed in the act of incorporation to (In- 
framhise from voting, or becoming Mayor or 
Councillor, any ami every Biilish born subject 
who has become the citizen or aubjcrt cf any 
foreign power, or even declared an intention to 
become such. Such scandalons ini'oi,,si.si>'iiry 
was never, peihaps, purpetraled in any ulher 
community; nor n fouler wroii;,' iilL-nipted 
to be mtlicled muler Ihe Hrilish crown on 
native bi)rn Brilisb snbj.H'ts. These provi- 
sioiis are nothiiii; iriore nor less than a copy 
of ibe objectionable clauses in llie Fiaiichiic 
.\c\ — clauses iiitrod need into that bill by the 
son of a Dutch confectioner to deprive 
native born En^^li.^ hmen of their rights. 'I In: 
same olanson passed through llio Council, 
where a Councillor sits, whose oalh to .<iup- 
purt Ibe constitution and laws of the United 
Slates and the State of California, is record- 
ed in California ; and who swore under the 
same clauses at thi' poll* that ho had never 
taken an oath of allegiance to any foiui^n 
power. Suoli are a sample of the men who 
are in power hero ; and who aim nt the per- 
petuation and consoliilalioii of that power, 
by means that would be scouted from any 
leyisliilive hall in tlm liritisli dominions,

high oflicial would have induced Ame- 
rican nej^roes to record their vote.^ and vote ;

That 
meab^ire on the one band was to consolidate 
power by repeated wrongs; and on the 
other hand, if po.'^sible to wheedle the fire 
companies into tho belief that they aro 
extremely liberal; when in truth, every- 
tliing, no inatter how good, that is .ip ope- 
ration in Ihe States, j8 oiied down.- t . ^ 
When the forswearing clauses were first 
broached, we opposed- Ibetn. on the ground 
lhal it would deprive^us of many-good citi- 
zens, who would rather die under the fiag 
beneath; \yKich''itKey' were bom than on 
loreign soil. Sinco then we have had proof 
over and over again of the truth of oni- posi- 
tion ; and if the act of incorporation should 
ever be pa.ssed with f^uch disfranchising 
provisions, it will be repealed again. Men, 
fHiiiliios, wealth and enterprise will leave 
oui shore.s or never come. Thus, our popu- 
lalion will be diminislied. instead of lu- 
creused, and that without any good result. 
Wore we compelled to choose the men with 
whom to develop our resources, and lay the 
broad foundations of oonatitutional liberty 
in these coldbies, aind hail'we to choose be- 
tween those who never travelled out of sight 
or tlie primroses' ariti hedge-rows of Eng- 
land, or_the highlands of Scotland, or the 
bogs of Ireland, and those reared in the 
three Kingdoms, yet improved by travel and 
labor in Europe, Asia or America, we would 
choose tho latter over and over again. The 
ocion of imperial aristocracy receives not a 
greater polish in hi.s spliere, by foreign tra- 
vel, llian the laborer or artizan who spends a 
few years in llie Siale.s of Europe or the 
States ut America. The intelligence, en- 
terprise, indepeii'ience, and love of home 
iind liberty that the operalivo immigrant 
acquires out of the United Kingdom, render 
them ail acquisition, anywhere and every- 
where but here. But the very principles 
thai comraanda admiration, and slionld in- 
duce us to invite them to our sliote-s, me ihe 
very ones for »which they must be tabooed 
when they land here. No -.uch wron^' legis- 
lation would be heaikened to any where el^^e 
in the Queen's dominions; and to strangle 
the monster in its youth, we propose a peti- 
tion to the Imperial Goveuunenl remonstrat- 
ing against such an outrage, and i"a\ ing for 
full and adequate relief.

Ib^iiest' on'' the Body of J. H. Johnson- 
Coroner Dickson summoned a jury on 
Saturday last,' to' hoKl an inquest on the 
body of J. Henry Johnson, who died on the 
Thursday evening previous under peculiar 
circumstances. The evidence proiiuced 
removes all suspicions of foul play which 
were entertained by hii' fnends the daj[ ^pre- 
vious. 

Robt. Lawrence sworn— I am captain of 
the sloop J. U. Caswell. Jolirisoii and his 
wife carr.e on boiiril my srhnoiier at Port 
Townsend on Wediie.sday last, at iialf past 
five o'clocU I'. M. ho staggered once on 
coming on board, either . through weakness 
or fiom liquor, he seemed very well until 
about 12 o'clock at ni!,'hl ; he seemed cheer- 
ful ; deceased brougtit a flask ot liquor on 
board; I drank with him out of the flask— 
dranlc twice with liim: decea.st'd ilraiik on 
several occasion alter iliis ; he became sick, 
and liis lady liclped liitn to brandy several 
times. About o'clock at night he com- 
menced voiniiin;,' violently, at this time he 
went to bed. I saw him vomit several 
times, he was very weak ; he would raise 
himself on one hand and take a drink as 
hisMttdy^gave it him ; gave him some tea 
between si.v and seven o'clock in the even- 
in", lie slept two or three hours before he 
awoke sick ; there were light; wind.s and a 
slight swell; at 12 o'clock at night a 
brisk breeze sprung up; any person unac- 
customed to the sea would feel sick. Mrs. 
Johnson seemed sick. She seemed to give 
him liquor to help him; the liquor was 
£;iven by her in my presence, and out of 
the same Mask from which I drank ; it was 
brandy ; the flask contained half h pint of 
brandy; we never carry liquor on bourd the 
boat, the liquor seemed good braiuly ; it 
did not do me any harm ; did not dtiuk out 
of the flask after deceased .showed symp- 
toms of .sickness ; would have drank mote 
if it had been offered me. At 3 o'clock in 
the morning, when we gob to Victoria, he 
was not able to stand on his legs; he 
seemed to have his .senses J any person ac- 
customed to taking liquor vi'ould not have 
become intoxicated from the amount of 
liquor he drank on board. Mrs. Jolinson 
drank some liquor out of the same fla,'<k, as 
she said to allay the pain from the tooth- 
ache/, 

Wm. Rumsey, M. D., sworn.— Am a phy- 
.sician; between half-past Sand 9 o'clock 
on Thursday morning, '21H ii.st., was called 
to attend a person who was said to have 
deiinum tremens, at the Colonial Hotel ; went 
to a room and found deceased lying on a bed 
in a state of stupor; did not recognize the 
iiatnreof the disease at first sight ; left the 
room and returned in 4 or 5 minutes; ilieti 
saw convulsions, and ob.<ervcd tiat his 
right side appeared to bi; paraly/.fil ; the 
muscles of the face twitched inces.saiitly : 
the javr was rigid and force had to be used 
in order to open it; a stick had to be forced 
between his teeth in oi'der to prevent his 
chewing his tongue; the ne.vt, two hoifs 
there was not much chan;,'e in him ; deceas- 
ed was cupped, and blisters applied : parox- 
ysm succeeded paroxysm, until within u 
short time ot his ilealh ; in the afternoon lie 
lost vhe use of his left side also; and he 
contiiujed in a quiet state, with the e.xrep- 
tion of the twitching of the muscles of Ins 
face, until he dieil ; regarding thi; cause a.s 
one of aioplexy, I treated the patient as 
such; made a postmortem examination of 
the body of deeeased ; found the scalp con- 
"HSled ; no marks of violence wrre di>iCov- 
ored upon it : the skull was of normal itiick- 
ness ; the substance of ihc biain was harder 
than natural ; and it was louncl to be con- 
gested ; in the right lateral ventricle was a 
clot about the si/t? of a walnut. Iloatiii!: about 
in a sero-sanguiiiolent fluid, and the left lat- 
eral ventricle was i-oinidctely occupied by 
a clot ; in the thud ventricle a clot wus al.-vo 
found : the fnurlli ventncle was natural, and 
iiolhiiii: further could be discovered in the 
btain ; the heart showed an epgorgemeut on 
the right side; the lung.s were congested; 
the stomach was pr(>lernaturally red on the 
(jutsidc ; the coats of the .stomach were 
thicker than u.sual; tli3 liver was much fii- 
larced, and on section the appearance know n 
as "nutmegliver" manifested itself Any vio- 
lent poison would have caused a great deal 
of inllarnmalion of the stomach. There 
were some red spots in the stomach ; do not 
oon.sider the red spots of any importance; 
-.iiri ccitain that deceased came to his death 
from apople.vy ; there could be no doubt 
troiri the symptoms I the straining and retch- 
ing at sea would have brought it on ; um 
jiosilive deceased came to bis death from 
apojili-'.w ; no poison would caus(? apoplexy. 

The case wa.s then given to the jury, who 
returned in a short time with a verdict that 
deceased had Qoms to his death from apo- 

plwy. . _J|
